He got on the back oi 
my buggy, grabbed me around 
the neck and pulled me our, | 
saying, “I’m going to’ whip you 
or kill you.” As we were falling 
I fired my pistol] over his heaj+, 
thinking that would probany 
stop him, But he grabbed my 
hand and we both had hold of 
the pistol when the shot was 
fired that killed him.
